The Lnglishman’s contention is extremely unsound that the reduction 
of the salaries of the police officers in the North-Western Provinces has 
their. efficiency, and thereby increased crime in those Provinces, 
In the first place, it is wrong to suppose that the increase of crime in 
a country argues inefficiency on the part of its police. If it were so, the 
police officers of Dacca, Barisal, and certain other. eastern districts in 
Bengal itself would have to be pronounced inefficient. As a matter of 
fact, however, they are as efficient as police officers in the other Bengal 
districts, Orime in the North-West is owing rather to the character of its 
people than to the inefficiency of its. police. was Saath. eens aye 

In the second place, it is wrong to think that there is any necessary 
connection between efficiency and large pay. If it were.so, all the 
higher police officers in Bengal would be efficient men. But as a matter 
fact, most of them are worthless and incapable men, who have been 
r to the Police Department simply because they have failed in 
other departments of the Government servic ane aed Se 

With a view of showing where the shears of retrenchment may fall 
with advantage, it is stated that, as the Inspector-General of Police with 
his lots of Deputies and Assistants has almost nothing to do, his post 
should be abolished, and the Commissioner of the Calcutta Police asked 
to discharge his duties. Again, as the District Superintendents of Police 
have very little to do, they should have no Assistants, 

Besides the salaries of the officers, there are other sources of extra- 
vagance in the police, and the condition of the Imperial finance requires 
that all such sources should be stopped with a firm hand.
